CM T C Offers 
uth Month of 
ilitary Training 

Camp j Life Improves Posture, 
Carnage and Health in Gen¬ 
eral tVith all Expenses Paid. 

The Urfcited States Army, through 
the Chilian Military Training 
Corp, offers to the boys of America 
thirty dlys , of life in a summer 
militar graining camp with all ex¬ 
penses paid. Every summer boys 
between ‘the ages of seventeen and 
twentyJfour are selected to attend 
these training camps with absolu¬ 
tely np financial obligation. 

Carf&dates for admission must 
be pmjfcally fit, of good character, 
of ay^rage intelligence, and be¬ 
tween the ages seventeen and 
tweiyly-four. No particular educa¬ 
tional test must be passed for en¬ 
trance, but one has to have a high 
scmool education before he can be¬ 
came a commissioned officer. 

By attending these camps four 
Summers and then passing a cor¬ 
respondence examination, the cadet 
becomes a commissioned officer in 
the Reserve Corps in the United 
States Army. The commissioned of¬ 
ficer enters active service not as a 
private, but as an officer. 

Accurate records kept at camp 
show a marked improvement in the 
cadet’s posture, his carriage, and 
health in general. Necessary hospi¬ 
talization and medical service is 
administered without charge by 
competent doctors and nurses. Well 
trained cooks assure an abundance 
of food.

Lon Morris College won the 
district one-act play contest held 
in Jacksonville on March 10. Only 
two plays were entered in the con¬ 
test "White Iris," presented by T. 
J. C. Las Mascaras club; and "West 
of the Panhandle," presented by the 
Masque and Wing club of Lon 
Morris College of Jacksonville. 

"White Iris," is a play with the 
setting in the famous 1890’s and 
the period costumes and furniture 
added much charm to the produc¬ 
tion. It offers much opportunity 
for excellent acting and for depth 
of feeling. Miss Lamerne Layton, 
Miss Helen Hudnall, Miss Anne 
Marie Richbourg, and Miss Mild¬ 
red McDaniel comprised the all 
girl cast. 

Although the play did not win 
out over the Lon Morris entry the 
difference was so small that the 
audience was so uncertain as to the 
outcome of the contest that every 
one stayed in his seat until the final 
announcement was made by the 
judge. Contradictory to the usual 
procedure there was only one judge, 
he being Mr. Harger, who is teach¬ 
er of dramatics at the Texas State 
College for women at Denton. 
His criticism of the two plays was 
very excellent. 

"West from the Panhandle," the 
prize winning play of the Lon Mor¬ 
ris College Dramatics dub, is a 
story of a West-Texas family who 
have been driven from their home 
because of the dust storms. They 
head for California and meet with 
many difficulties whidi afford many 
opportunities for good acting. 

Individual acting honors went to 
the boy who played the part of 
the father and the girl who played 
the part of the mother in the Lon 
Morris play. 

Josh Bailey of 
J’ville College 
Is High Scorer 

Van Samford of T. J. C. Wins 
Second Place in District Rat¬ 
ings; Johny Gibson is Fifth. 

Josh Briley is the 1939 basket 
maker of District 1. The big Jack¬ 
sonville College center sunk 13 
points against Kilgore Friday night 
to raise his season’s total to 213 
markers, an almost unbelievable 
record for the state’s toughest 
junior college conference. Briley’s 
point gathering tops anything ever 
done in the sector before and sets 
him up as the all-time leader. 

The elongated artist averaged 17 
and three-fourths points for 12 
games. He has two more games 
to play against Lon Morris but as 
the record heretofore has counted 
only in 12 contests he will shoot 
in the remaining pair of joints for 
the fun of beating his across-town 
rivals. 

Second in the scoring chase is 
Van Samford, Tyler center, and 
leader last season. Samford has 154 
points and has one more game in 
which to hike his total. 

Joe Walker, Lon Morris, is in 
third place with 126 markers, 
Walker also has completed his 12- 
game stretch although he failed to 
get a hit at the baskets in the 
twelfth melee when Texarkana for¬ 
feited. 

Fourth position is a tie between 
John Gregg of Jacksonville and 
Byron Gilbreath of Lon Morris, 
each has 109. 

John Gibson of Tyler is next 
with 108. One more game remains 
on Gibson’s card whereas both 
Gregg and Gilbreath have finished 
their hoop making.

New Library and 
Cafeteria Are 
of Finest Type 

Four New Well-Equipped Of¬ 
fices and a Publication Room 
for "Apache" and "Pow- 
Wow" are Included. 


At last the dreams of T. J. C. 
students have come true! These 
few months of endless air-hammer 
staccatos and buzz-saw screeches 
have finally ended and out of the 
maze of scaffolding, painters’ can¬ 
vas, and endless seas of mortar and 
bricks has arisen like a miracle the 
finest Junior College Library in the 
state; ample lounging facilities for 
men and women students, plus an 
added lounge for the teachers. One 
of the best equipped cafeterias in 
the South; four new well equipped 
class-rooms and a publication room 
for the Pow-Wow and Apache. 

The new library is something of 
which the Junior College may well 
be proud. As one enters the door, 
on the right he finds the periodical 
room, well equipped in every de¬ 
tail; directly in front of the door 
is the large main library and read¬ 
ing room with shelving in every 
possible place, even set into the 
uprights. The right hand door at 
the West end of the library leads 
into the stack room, where all the 
old issues of magazines will be kept 
for the students’ reference. The 
left hand door leads into the 
Librarian’s office and work room. 
With such a fine well-equipped 
library as the one now available to 
the students of T. J. C. there will 
be no excuse for "Scholastic Delin¬ 
quency." 

With the» addition of the new 
classrooms the Junior Colege will 
L>e more nearly separated from the 
high school than it has ever been 
before. The high school and Junior 
College will both use the new cafe¬ 
teria, however. The Tyler Junior 
College is beginning to take on the 
appearance of a real man-sized col¬ 
lege — when one stands at the East 
end of the main hall and looks 
West it looks like a "country mile" 
to the door of the* library. But ad¬ 
ding the ice cream to the cake, the 
Junior College students will at last 
realize the dream of having private 
and individual lockers. In looking 
over the new addition we noticed 
that the new lockers are made of 
much heavier steel than the old 
lockers and do not make a clank¬ 
ing noise when opened or closed. 
This will add to the quiet efficiency 
of the college, and save some, at 
least, of a fellow’s nerves. 

May we make a special request 
that there be no painting of murals 
on the Publication Office walls? 
Thanks.
